phone office to await arrival of 
the Big Sandy motorcades. 

Billy Elam, co-manager of 
Chandler's campaign here, sai l 
ten cars will form Morgan's part 
of the motorcade. Kalph Fraley, 
manager in Elliott, said that 15 
cars will represent EJliotl. 

A crowd of 100.000 Is expected 
for the inauguration. The parade 
will start at 10 a m. There will 
be 16 bands, float*, etc. The pa¬ 
rade will last two hours Chand¬ 
ler and Watcrfleld will be sworn 
in at high noon. 

The Governor will have a press 
conference immediately after he 
becomes Governor and is expect¬ 
ed to announce 'key" appoint¬ 
ments and outline policies of the 
new administration. 

The capital and all state build¬ 
ings will be open all day. This 
includes the Governor's office and

DEMOCRATS WANT

A Democratic party committee 
last week came out flatly I «r 
farm price supports of "not less" 
than B0 percent of parity next 
year 

The unanimous recommenda¬ 
tion was made by the Democratic 
National Committee’s special ad¬ 
visory committee on agriculture, 
whose members include two for¬ 
mer agriculture secretaries. 

It followed close on the heels 
of a formal proposal by Senate 
Democratic Leader Lyndon B 
Johnson of Texas for a 90 percent 
bill early next year. 

The almost simultaneous ac¬ 
tions indicated Democrats rre 
rlosing ranks on the farm issue to 
make it one of their major sell¬ 
ing points with the farm voters 
nrxt year. 

The committee's proposal was 
described as part of a “brief pre¬ 
liminary” leport on farm polnv 
to Democratic Chairman Paul M 
Butler following the committee's 
meeting 'n Chicago Nov. 18-19 

Butler said the committee will 
continue to meet, "develop ideas" 
and "extend" its policy recom¬ 
mendations. 

In calling for price props of at 
least 90 percent of the so-call d 
"fair price” parity level, the com¬ 
mittee charged that the Eiser- 
hower administration's lower 
“flexible" support policy has 
brought farmers “to the verge of 
bankruptcy." 

It quoted the administration as 
saving its "flexible" program

dream world" but would cut pro¬ 
duction and benefit the consumer. 

"It truly has been painful to 
both farmers and consumers for

Cover Helps Conserve 
Leaf Stalk Fertilizer 

Following are some ways to 
conserve and make the best use of 
tobacco 'talks as fertilizer, as 
suggested in the farm and home 
development manual of the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture and Home 
Economics of the University ol 
tO T**» 

County Agent Carl Sinclair 

Keep tobacco stalks under cov¬ 
er. use them for bedding, or 
spread them immediately on a 
growing crop. Tobacco stalk.-. 
contain approximately 60 pounds 
of nitrogen. 15 pounds of phos¬ 
phoric acid and 70 pounds of pot¬ 
ash per ton. most of which is lost 
rapidly if the stalks are exposed 
to the rain 

Such materials as cornstalks 
and straw should not be burned 
They should be used for bedding 
or mulching, or should be ploweo 
under. 

Where a heavy growth of weeds, 
broomsedge, straw, mature non¬ 
legume green-manure crop, or 
other such material is to be 
plowed under just ahead of the 
planting of a crop, additional fer¬ 
tilizer should be applied to pre¬ 
vent nitrogen deficiency that may 
occur while the organic material 
is decaying

scope, and therefore should be of 
concern to the Federal Congress 
j as well as state legislatures. 

Senator Bach further stated that 
J while he has had in mind for 
some time introducing such .i 
resolution, he is announcing it | 
now because of the White Ho i 
Conference on Education cur¬ 
rently meeting in Washington, 
D C He hoped that that con- 
: ference, and other groups inter¬ 
ested in education, would U"gc 
that Federal aid be provided f.r 
the Improvement of educational 
1 and health facilities to the youth 
i of our nation.

CAN BE PREVENTED 

Pregnancy disease, formerly the 
cause of heavy losses in breedii g 
ewes in Kentucky and still the 
cause of some losses can be en¬ 
tirely prevented through propei 
feeding, according to County 
Agent Carl W Sinclair. 

This trouble, which appears 
| during the last few weeks of 
pregnancy, occurs mainly in ewes 
older than yearlings and carry¬ 
ing twin or triplet lambs. Preg¬ 
nancy disease is not confined to 
thin ewes. Ewes in high condi¬ 
tion when allowed to ge t fat 
while pastures are good and then 
lose flesh as they approach lamb¬ 
ing are especially subject to 
i pregnancy disease. 

Old and weaker ewes crowded 
out at the feed trough often com • 
down with pregnancy disease 

Moa, of tile hay ini lu ewe* 
should be green leafy alfalfa o 
Korean lespedeza hay. 

Two pounds of this kind of hay 
a day per ewe is usually enough 
as long as the ewes are getting ? 
fail amount of grazing. Grain is 
generally * added to the rati ,ii 
about three weeks to one month 
before lambing l! is seldom 
t eccssary to feed more than one- 
half pound of shelled corn a dH\ 
per awe until after lambing, when 
the ration is usually increased to 
three-fourths to one pound ot 
shelled com daily per ewe, de¬ 
pending on the amount of grazing 
,callable ar d condition of the 
ewes Ewes that are thin or have 
twin lambs will require more 
grain.

Poultry specialists at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture and Home Economics 
offers the following suggestions 
for handling the flock in winter: 

1 Frozen combs cause a de¬ 
crease in production and fertil¬ 
ity Prevent frozen combs by 
keeping the house dry and well 
ventilated. Don’t close the open- 
nigs in the laying house. 

2. Keep grain as well as mash 
before the flock. Be sure the hens 
are maintaining body weight. If 
after grain is fed freely, body 
weight is being lost, add 1 pound 
of commeal to 10 pounds of mash 
for a week. 

а. Those wiio buy chicks early 
get more high priced winter eggs 
Early fryers usually sell for a 
better price. Order your cnicks 
now. 

4. If you can sell your cocker¬ 
els as fryers you can produce a 
cheaper pullet by buying 3 chicks 
for each pullet wanted rather 
than to buy sexed pullets In 
some places where it is difficult 
to get sale for cockerels, sexed [ 
pullets should be bought. Each 
person should check with his 
produce dealer before ordering 
chicks to determine whetner to 
buy straight run or sexed chicks 

5. Feed the chicks fine chick 
grain for two days and then giv„ 
them mash. This lessens the 
tendency for "pasting up."

Poultry specialists at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture and Home Economics 
offers the following suggestions 
for handling the flock in winter: 

1. Frozen combs cause a de¬ 
crease in production and fertil¬ 
ity. Prevent frozen combs by 
keeping the house dry and well 
ventilated. Don’t close the open- 
nigs in the laying house. 

2. Keep grain as well as mash 
before the flock. Be sure the hens 
are maintaining body weight. If 
after gram is fed freely, body 
weight is being lost, add 1 pound 
of commeal to 10 pounds of mash 
fo: a week. 

3. Those who buy chicks early 
get more high priced winter eggs. 
Early fryers usually sell for a 
better price. Order your chicks 
now. 

4. If you can sell your cocker¬ 
els as fryers you can produce a 
cheaper pullet by buying 3 chicks 
for each pullet wanted rather 
than to buy sexed pullets. In 
some places where it is difficult 
to get sale for cockerels, sexed 
pullets should be bought. Each 
person should check with his 
produce dealer before ordering 
chicks to determine whether to 
buy straight run or sexed chicks. 

5. Feed the chicks fine chick 
grain for two days and then giv ■. 
them mash. This lessens the 
tendency for “pasting up.” 

6. Recommendation for keep¬ 
ing grain before the flock at all 
times is optional. It will be sat¬ 
isfactory for production-b r*ed 
birds. Hand-feeding of grain to 
broiler strain birds is preferred.
